The threat of widespread violence 
has come closer with the possibility 
of a-head-on clash between forces 
favoring Goulart's succession and 
those opposed. The military chiefs, 
headed by War Minister Denys, are 
maintaining their refusal to allow 
Goulart's return to Brazil, and 
have ordered regional commands to 
arrest him if he attempts to enter 
the country. 

In Congress a move to amend the 
constitution to bar a Goulart 
succession has been blocked, and 
sentiment there and among the 
public for a "legal" solution 
appears to have gained ground. 

The Denys forces have arrested 
a number of military officers in 
an attempt to forestall a military 
split, but the loyalty of the armed 
forces does not appear certain. 

Late reports indicate that Denys’ 
control of the military forces in 
southern Brazil, especially in 
Goulart's home state of Rio Grande 
do Sul, is in doubt. Barricades 
were reportedly going up in the 
provincial capital of Porto Alegre 
and clashes may be imminent. 
Meanwhile, Goulart, in Paris 
continues to insist on his claim 
to the presidency. He is scheduled 
to meet there today with a group 
of Brazilian political leaders, 
and he is quoted as saying he will

The US Mission in Berlin has evidence
